Now that Spring is with us again, we are thinking about plans for the Summer, and lest any 
forget about the Trail Ride, this bulletin is sent as a reminder that July 29th to August 2nd is the 
time and that the route will take in Devil’s Gap, the Ghost River and Aylmer Pass. The old Indian 
trail through Devil’s Gap was much traversed in the days of the fur traders, but is now not so well 
known. On this ride we go beyond the Park boundary into the Forest Reserve. In order to make 
sure that the trail is in good shape and that the best sites are chosen for the three camps, President 
R. H. Palenske and Ed. Ogan are planning to go over the route early in July. 

Already a number of those who were on last year’s Trail Ride have written in to say that they 
will be with us again. There will be a contingent of newcomers also, so that we are already sure of a 
good party. We have a letter from Mrs. Bill Brewster, offering the same special rate as she quoted 
last year to Trail Riders who want to harden up the week before at the Kananaskis Ranch. 

As we have only a limited number of sleeping bags for rent and several who made applications 
at the last moment had some difficulty in getting them from other sources, those who wish to be sure 
this year will do well to put in reservation without delay. The rental rate will be $5.00 for the trip. 
The rate for the Trail Ride itself, including motor bus from Banff to Carrot Creek and from Lake 
Minnewanka back to Banff will be $45.00.

Strange things were happening to J. 
Mortimer Dolldup. 

What had started out to be a pleasant 
horseback ramble through the pine-scented 
woods and up to the rocky reaches beyond 
timber-line was developing distinctly un¬ 
usual features.
